Nevertheless I realize th a t it 
isn’t often th a t any one has the chance 
to see, so many reigning monarchs to ­ 
gether as there were this morning. 
Indeed I don’t believe I would have 
been willing to stand in the dense 
crowd with the snow corning down 
as it does at home for anything less 
than four kings—the kings of E n g ­ 
land, Belgium, Denmark and Norway. 
Besides these I recognized the Prince 
of Wales, but did not recognize any 
of the score or more of others who 
were in line. 
, 
Impressive Procession 
The whole procession 
really was 
most impressive and I am inclined to 
think th a t the dark sky and rapidly 
falling snow, in spite of the discom­ 
fort, ra th e r added to 
the 
spectacle. 
At IO o’clock 
I 
found 
myself 
on 
W hitehall, just opposite the archw ay 
of the Horse Guards, through which 
the procession was to pass in an hour. 
Already there w*as a pretty large 
throng of people and I began to w an­ 
der w hether I would be able to see 
much. 
As my place was at 
an 
en­ 
trance of a side street fairly frequent­ 
ly a passage was made for the a d ­ 
mission of 
more 
policemen 
who 
formed a solid line behind the guards 
along the whole route of the proces­ 
sion. This passing of people baek and 
forth naturally made the congestion 
for the moment terrific for we were all 
standing so close th a t it was quite 
impossible to raise an arm. 
By care­ 
ful m anagem ent I contrived to work 
up to the front at each disturbance so 
th at before the procession appeared 
I had a very good place almost on the 
front row of spectators, and so had an 
admirable view of every thing. 
The guards are a wonderful lot of 
young fellow's, well above the average 
in height and, of course, the enormous 
bear skin shakos give them the ap ­ 
pearance of being even taller. 
But 
they are a tall upstanding lot and 
seem to be of a fine type of youth in 
spite of the fact th a t one near me w as 
distinctly adenoidal in his expression. 
These guards stood a t ease all along 
both sides of the street, and distant 
about four feet 
from 
each 
other. 
About three feet behind them was a n ­ 
other line of policemen so that the 
royal 
personages 
were 
abundantly 
protected against annoyance or a s ­ 
sault. 
I don’t know how long before 
I arrived on the scene these military 
lines were formed, but I guess all W'ho 
were there earned their day’s pay in 
the snow' and slush. 
We in the crowd 
were so pressed together that it w'as 
not cold, but the guards had frequent­ 
ly to slap their 
thighs 
with 
their 
hands. 
Salute to Queen 
Ju st as the body of the queen was 
removed from St. Jam es’ chapel, a 
cannon was discharged and once a 
minute until the body was placed in 
W estm inster Abbey it was discharged. 
This was very effective and caused a 
distinct silencing of the crowd, al­ 
though at no time was the latter 
noisy or restless. 
The time w aiting for the proces­ 
sion did not d rag unduly for there 
was frequent passing of m ilitary of­ 
ficers and naval officers in their re ­ 
galia and also many automobiles with 
m ost distinguished looking occupants. 
Of course ordinary traffic had been 
suspended since about 9:30 o’clock. 
The British officers certainly are a 
wonderfully fine looking lot. 
A t 
least all th a t I saw seemed to be of a 
very distinct type, very 
tall 
and j 
slender and erect. 
Of course part 
of their figure is due to the tailor, but 
on the other hand the British gentle- 
m ent of the upper classes is very d is­ 
tinctly tall and slender, much m ore 
•slender than our American type, I 
think. 
Finally in th e distance W'e could j 
hear the mournful sound of a funeral 1 
march played by a m ilitary band. It; 
w as naturally very, very solemn. At j 
length the officers at the Horse Guards i 
arch gave the command and all the ! 
guardsm en came to attention. 
Then I 
they presented arm s for the m o m e n t,! 
then reversed arm s, and then with 
the extrem ist 
deliberation 
brought 
their guns in front of them, 
placed 
one hand and then the other on the 
muzzle and bowed their heads. 
This 
position they maintained until the pro­ 
cession passed, and indeed I turned 
aw ay before they resumed their posi­ 
tion of ease. 
There was a fine m ilitary escort— 
some two hundred men from each of 
the contingents were in line—the air 
force, navy, marines, Welsh Guards, 
Coldstream Guards, Irish Guards (I 
sow no “Kilties” ), Horse Guards, and 


* 
1 1 don’t know how m any more. 
All 
were on foot, even the Horse Guards, 
who even do sentry duty on horse­ 
back. 
These men, all over six feet 
in height, presented a wonderful a p ­ 
pearance with their long scarlet coats 
and metal helmets with white horse 
tail plumes. 
All marched with the 
“hesitation” step which bridal p a r­ 
ties try to m aintain w ith such a va- 
• liety of results going up the aisles of 
the churches. 
Then came the massed bands, all in 
bear skin shakos and long platers, 
playing by relays so th at the dirge 
was not interrupted during the whole 
line of march.. 


Four K ings In Line 
And then the casket covered with a 
flag and borne on a gun carriage 
drawn by four horses, and 
flanked 
by a guard of honor in scarlet ul­ 
sters and helmets— I don’t recall the 
group to which these guards belong­ 
ed. 
Immediately behind was the king 
of England on foot with the Prince 
of Wales, ju st a few inciies behind 
him. 
The king is not very impres­ 
sive in appearance. 
He is not large, 
and is somewhat stooped, and looks 
worn. 
This is not due, I think, to 
the present strain, for pictures of him 
always give the impression of weari­ 
ness. 
He wore a naval officer’s uni­ 
form, dark blue coat and triangular 
hat with white plume from the apex 
of the triangle. 
He looked very in­ 
significant and rather pathetic. 
I 
felt somewhat for him, for it m ust 
be very trying to have to parade un ­ 
der these circumstances and realize 
the hundreds upon hundreds of eyes 
which are fixed upon you. 
Still the 
principal function of the monarch is 
to be a show to the loyal subjects 
and one must adm it th a t the prereq- j 
uisites are rather handsome and th a t 
the duties are really not very onerous. 
The Prince of Wales I could not see 
very clearly in the face because he 
wore the immense .shako which fits 
down pretty fa r over the eyes and 
has a broad brass chain th a t comes 
down in front of the chin so th a t 
only a very little of the face is visible. 
He has a sort of slouching gait I 
thought and hangs his head just a 
little as if he were bashful. 
I don’t 
know th a t he is actually so, but in 
contrast to the stru t of the officers 
who had preceded him, he did not look 
very m ilitary; his walk struck me 
ju st the least bit careless. 
In spite 
of his fa th e r’s stoop, he seemed much 
more precise in his movements. 


.Majestic King Albert 
Following the King and Prince of 
Wales were the three visiting kings. 
I am glad to say th a t Kin# Albert, 
of Belgium, was on my side of the 
line so that I got a particularly good 
view of him. 
I must 
adm it I do not 
know w’hich of the others was which. 
But King A lbert gave me distinctly 
the impression of a king. 
He is very 


tall and very erect and has a wonder­ 
ful figure with broad shoulders and a 
marvelously deep chest. 
His face is 
highly intelligent so th a t he conveys 
all the ideas which should be con­ 
veyed by royalty. 
There was nothing 
slouchy or careless in his bearing I 
can tell you. 
I heard a story about 
him today to the effect th a t in a re ­ 
cent speech he said he hoped he would 
be the last king Belgium would have. 


I had the 
distinct 
impression 
that 
probably if the Belgians had to select 
a president they would 
likely 
elect 
him to th a t office. 
Tho princes and nobility who fol­ 
lowed the kings I could not recognize. 
The other sons of the King were in 
line as well as his son-in-law', but I 
failed 
to 
recognize 
anyone. 
The 
m ilitary uniform s 
were exceedingly 
varied so th a t the spectacle wras fine, 1

And then the show was over and 
the crowd in silence evaporated and 
w arm ed its feet by stamping, for 
there was much slush. 
But the pageant isn’t complete. I 
think, without the contrast afforded 
by the sight going back toward the 
Strand a t the street corners where the 
congestion of 
vehicular 
traffic 
was 
g rea t and where it 
W'as 
frequently 
necessary to stand for some time as 
the trucks and carts passed. The con­ 
tra s t was in the 
type of humanity, j 
represented 
by the 
British officers i 
and soldiers on the one hand and the I 
truck drivers and unemployed, match 
vendors and hawkers 
on 
the 
side 
walks. 
It is hard to believe that the 
tw'o are of the same race; their ap­ 
pearance is so different. 
I 
suppose 
the Britisher who is down is one of : 
the most broken dow’n looking souls 
in the world. 
He is undersized, has 
a bad complexion, slouches, and in 
every way seems to be of the dregs of 
humanity. 
There must be some deep­ 
seated hereditary difference between 
the two types. And unfortunately, I un­ 
derstand that the older, finer type 
of English gentlemen is fast disap­ 
pearing.

tragedy for the world for he is one 
of the finest governors and adminis­ 
trato rs th a t the world has ever seen.
